and Eggs Will Support 

Market 



The anticipated drop in poultry 
and egg prices may not materialize 
this spring, according to C. L. Kutil, 
agricultural instructor ot Antioch 
township high school and a keen ob- 
server of pouUrj' and livestock 
trends, if foreign purchases of i>oul* 
try and egg products arc kept at le- 
vels near those of 1045, 

In a story released to the news to- 
day he said, "A month ago a surplus 
of 20 million cases of eggs this spring 
had us all worried. Now apparently 
the eggs we thought were going to 
be surplus are going to be in demand 
and a bright future is pictured for 
the poultry business. 

There is nn enormous demand for 
meat products, and in the face of 
world famine it loks as if we .shall 
need all the food we can get. 

Recently, Great Britain 'has an- 
nounced that she has ararngcd to buy 
another 12,000 tons of dried eggs 
from the United States; she Is nego< 
tiating for an additional 6,000 tons 
and hopes to get still another 3,000 
tons. This would bring the 1946 total 
to 21,000 tons as compared to 30,000 
tons last year. 

Another item of interest to the 
American poultrymen is that Czech- 
oslovakia has purchased 400,000 hat- 
ching eggs and considerable breeding 
stock from the U. S."

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Fire Prevention At The Airport 

A new major problem for the fire prevention au- 
ihoritieii has developed with the rapid growth ot aviation. 
The Commillee on Fire Prevention and Engineering 
Standards of the National Board of Fire Undenvriters 
is conducting an intensive study of airport, fire preven- 
tion and safety to life in aviation. 

A bulletin* From the National Board states tliat 
the "recent expansion and e.vpectetl rapid development 
in the field of civilian flying, together with the tremend- 
ous increase in scope of commercial aviation and facil- 
ities, call for a thorough revie^v of the existing stand- 
anls for constrnction of hangare and airport fire protec- 
tion." 

The most imimrtant phases of Uie study are to 
deal with the constrnction and protection of hangars 
and other fi.xed airport installations, crash fire fighting 
and rescue work, and the provisions for fire detection 
and extinguishing systems on aircraft. The task of the 
Fire Prevention Committee will be to 'assemble all avail- 
able aviation fire safety data, edit and correlate it with a 
view to making available up-to-date and adeciuate 
standards to meet the niinimiun fire safety require- 
ments of the several classes of airports. 

Communities tliroughout the nation will be in- 
terested in this newest work of the National Board. 
Hundreds of airports will l» constructed in the near 
future and every possible safety precaution should be 
included in the initial construction program.

The rise w-as due to increasing costs of various 
classes of benefits, as well as to Uic addition of new 
classes of medical benefits llMl and ID42. Some types 
of benefits, namely permanent and tcnuwrarj* disability 
and maternity benefits, show a fairly constant cost level 
over the last few years. On the otJier hand, hospital iza* 
Lion, medical cure ajid pharmaceutical, and supplemen- 



tary medical benefits have shown substantial Increases 
almost every year since their inception. 

This shows that Now Zealand has been unable 
to keep the costs of operation of compulsory health in- 
surance on an even keel, duo to factors not strictly of a 
social nature. One of these is the human tendency to 
lake advantage of benefits offered under a compulsory 
system; another is the [wlltlcal pressure for Increases in 
rates and duration of benefits, as well as for increase in 
coverage. Both these factors are difficult to evaluate in 
terms of statistics, but they exist. 

New Zealand has had compulsory health insur- 
ance since 1939, and in these years of trial its operation 
has become more costly wiUi every year that passes. 

This Is something for America, now burdened 
with a Federal debt of nearly S300 billion, to think 
alwut when It considers entering Ihe field of socialized 
medicine.

Things One Remembers

I have just talked lo an Oregon farmer who milks 
about 40 cows, who did raise about 100 head of beef an- 
mially, who did raise chickens and sell eggs, and who 
did raise 40 or 50 hogs a year as a by-product. He no 
longer raises the chickens or the hogs, and he is selling 
off all his beef cattle becaiuse the cost of feed and the 
price of tho.se products is so out of tine that they arc 
not worth bothering with. This same farmer raised 100 
acres of barley for stock and hog food for the past 
three years and could not afford to feed it to his ani- 
mals because it was worth more as grain. 

When I saw him at his ranch on this trip, he was 
almost in tears. His deep well electric pump had broken 
down and he had been held up for several days getting 
parts, and being asked questions as lo whether it was 
essential. He told questioners that he had already lost 
a ton of milk which Ihc public was clamoring for, and 
if that wasn't essential he didn't know what was. His 

milking machine was broken down and the dealer could 
not furnish him Uie bearings because he could not get 
them. So they had rustled up a couple of worn-out 
automobile bearings and got them into the machine to 
make it run temporarily. He said: "1 wouldn't quit de- 
livering milk to deprive the public of it. but if I could 
close down and shut milk off from the strikers, I'd do 
it in a minute." 

This fanner is typical of thousands of small farm- 
ers over the nation. Their machinerj' and equipment is 
worn out; their automobiles are worn out; they can't 
hire labor e.Kcept at wages beyond the prices they are 
allowed for their products, and yet they are expected 
to produce and keep the food rolling in while politics 
and labor warfare deprive the nation of a stable econo- 
my and the tools for production. We are going to pay 
dearly for sucfi a jwlicy before we are done.
